the Beginning of another Diſeaſe, and ſeems to be only a 
cold watery Juice ſhed abroad under the whole Skin and Sub-

As for Example; if H be Significator of the ſick Party, and 
at the Time of your Queſtion in the Sign TT ; have recourſe to 
your Table on the other Side, and you fee h in IT ſignifieth 
a Diſeaſe in the Belly or Heart, &c. Do ſo in the reſt. 
Nou the Reaſon of this Signification of every Planet in ſuch 
or ſuch a Sign is this. 

Every Planet in his own Houſe or Sign governeth the Head; 
m the ſecond Sign from his Houſe the Neck; in the third 
Sign from his Houſe the Arms and Shoulders; and ſo ſucceſ- 
fively through the Twelve Signs: as H in Sign ys ruleth the 
Head; in 3 the Neck; in & Arms and Shoulders : ſo I in 
F ruleth the Head, in ys the Neck, in x the Arms and 
phoulders.

after the T-oond Day of September, 1752, (from which Time 
by the faid Act, the New Style or Gregorian Account, took 
Place) that the ſeveral Fealt Days, on which the Payment of 
Rents, Annuities, &c. depend, aud alſo the opening of com 
mon Fields or Paſtures, ſhall be fixed 1 the ſame nomina 
Days of the reſpective Months, of the ſaid new Calendar, as 
before in the Julian or ald Account, they were placed, yet, 
the ſame Act provides and directs that the Payment of Rents, 
Annuities, Ec. or the opening or ſhutting of common Fields 
or Paſtures; {all not by this Means be accelerated or forward- 
ed; but that the Days of Payment, or Right of opening or 
incloſing of Commons, formerly depending on the ſaid Feaſts, 
are to be kept and obſerved on the ſame natural Days of the 
Year, on which the {aid Feaſts ſhould: have fallen if this Ad 
had not been made.
